Ohio suing 
distributors 
over opioid 
explosion

Ohio has filed suit against 
four drug distributors over 
their alleged role in stok- 
ing Ohio’s 
opioid 
epidemic, 
Attorney 
General Mike 
DeWine 
announced 
Monday 
afternoon. 

The suit follows one filed 
last year by DeWine against 
drug manufacturers. 

Dublin-based Cardinal 
Health, Ohio’s largest com- 
pany by revenue, is among 
the four companies named 
in the suit Monday. Filed in 
Madison County Common 
Pleas Court, the lawsuit also 
names AmerisourceBergen, 
McKesson and Miami- Luken. 

Combined, Cardinal, 
AmerisourceBergen and 
McKesson control more 
than 80 percent of drug 
distribution in the United 
States. Miami-Luken, based 
in Springboro, special- 
izes in serving independent 
pharmacies mostly in and 
around Ohio, according to its 
website.

COSI, zoo 
get funding 
in capital 
proposal

The new two-year, $2.6 
billion state capital budget 
unveiled Monday by Ohio 
House and Senate leaders 
includes $600 million for 
school construction and $222 
million for facilities for mental 
health, addiction treatment 
and developmental disabilities. 

The proposal, which is 
likely to see quick legisla- 
tive action and generally is 
not significantly changed, 
also contains $147 million for 
community projects, such 
as money for COSI and the 
Columbus Zoo and Aquarium.
